Agassiz is dead. 
Tile mere announcement 
flashed over the wires will cause gemiiue sor­ 
row all over the laud; for the dead man has 
peculiarly endeared himself to Americans and 
done much to increase our knowledge and ad 
Vance science among U3. 
The brief dispatch 
reached us just before going to press, leaving 
us no time for lengthy comment on the famous 
scientist’s death, and we can only at present 
hastily express our admiration for the man 
and the scholar aud our regret at the coun­ 
try’s loss, reserving until a later issue the 
fuller notice the deceased deserves. 


B e C a re fu l, M r. Cox. 
Mr. Tretnain's figurative allusion to Sunset 
Cox as a “ dew-drop” was in some respects 
happy. 
Dew-drops do not, to be sure, ordi­ 
narily display their beauty at Sunset, and the 
simile may thus be thought inapt, but they do 
sparkle and glisten, aud they ornament the 
most trivial objects, for the morning sun finds 
them on muUcn-stalks os welt as roses; and so 
Sunset Cox glistens and glitters about the 
tarifl and the Cuban question, the Geneva 
awards and the back-pay business. 
Unlike 
the dew-drop, however, Mr. Cox never dries 
up. 
It would be well perhaps, for Mr. Cox 
himself at least, if he should occasionally copy 
the example in this respect. 
Perhaps be per­ 
mits bis moisture thus to linger longer be­ 
cause there are so many dry speakers in Con­ 
gress, but Sunset must not be so anxious for 
the general welfare as to disregard bls own. 
When Mr. Cox, for instance, became very 
demonstrative on back-pay it was very easy for 
bis watchful critics to remember that he had 
held his a considerable time, and Mr. Cox was 
not as forcible as he might have been. 
So on 
the Cuban question Mr. Cox is very warlike, 
so that he stirs up the people of the metropolis 
from the platform, while he flauuts the House 
for Its cowardice and its mouselike lack of 
fight. 
Mr. Cox was for war, immediate, dire 
war, and tile administration should be con­ 
demned for not having brought tLose Span­ 
iards to terms with bombshells. 
And yet in 
the next sentence he demonstrated that the 
government was not prepared for war, aud 
even asserted that the city of New York was 
at the mercy of any European ironclad that 
ehoae to come over and close up its business. 
Just at this time Mr. Hale had a word to say, 
aud of conrse tbs dew-drop was missing when 
the bail-storm commenced, but let Mr. Cox be 
a little more cautious. 
He is the best fellow 
in the world and mustn't get into such scrapes. 


Hail!) O ff. 
Now that the Virginias is either in our 
hands or waiting In harbor to be takeu in 
charge by one of our ships of war, everybody 
sees what some saw a considerable while 
since, that the government’s foreign |>olicy 
was well managed, and that while our Secre­ 
tary was not a porpoise be was a pilot Fish 
that brought us to a safe harbor. 
It is a great pity, however, that the Cabinet 
Is not well rounded. 
While we have an ex­ 
cellent Secretary of State we have the veriest 
noodle in the Treasury Departm ent 
A few 
weeks ago he was going to effect silver re­ 
sumption with two or three little canvas bags 
of halves aud quarters, and uow he is at his 
wits’ ends for money, with overdrafts in every 
direction. 
Grant told Vanderbilt he couldn't 
violate the law and issue the reserve, yet sev­ 
enteen of the forty-four million is upon the 
market, and the balance is flowing into it at 
the rate of half a million a day. 
And yet 
with all this Secretary Richardson is “short,” 
awfully short. 
If a British Chancellor of the 
Exchequer should ask for an increase of forty- 
two millions in a year of peace he would be 
looked upon as insane, yet our Secretary lets 
drop the information as serenely as a religious 
weekly issues a bad chromo. 
The need is so 
imperative that jterbaps Congress w ill even 
be forced to lower its wages from sheer ina­ 
bility to draw any more out of an empty treas­ 
ury. 
And now the Secretary wants us to go 
back to tea, coflee, whiskey aud tobacco 
taxes. 
Well, it is very disgraceful to have the gov­ 
ernment threatened with protest, but one 
good will grow out (rf it perhaps. 
The proba • 
bullies of the big jobs already announced at 
Washington passing through Congress this 
winter will be lessened, aud perhaps they will 
even be defeated. 
Economy of expenditure 
Is as efficient a safeguard against bankruptcy 
as heavier taxes, is a truth the people would 
vary much like its servants to learn. 


T h e It T o le ratio n of th e F r a n k i n g 
P r iv ile g e . 
Among all the acta done by the last Con­ 
gress none was more satisfactory to the people 
nor more beneficial In a money-saving way 
than the abolition of the franking privilege. 
The mall*, It will be remembered, were loaded 
with documents, aud the freight bills of the 
Department were enormously Increased be­ 
yond their legitimate cost 
In election cam­ 
paigns tons of franked speeches were flung at 
the American voter to assist him in milking 
up his mind, and it would probably be not far 
from the truth to estimate that the m atter for 
which the Department received pay was but 
little, if any, In excess of that which It carried 
for nothing. 
This of course contributed large, 
ly toward making the Department non-paying, 
and each year the Postmaster General’s report 
showed a heavy deficit. 
In addition to this the privilege was the In­ 
direct cause or further great cost to the gov­ 
ernment. 
The average Congressman, finding 
he could transm it to bis eoustitueut docu­ 
ments lo any quantity, acquired the notion that 
the eutire political education of the eoustitueut 
rested with himself, and gradually as he saw 
bow thankful the constituent was, especially 
lf be was an editor and could without charge 
Uranic him la a handsome and public maimer,he 


became satisfied it would require the utmost 
exertions on bls part and the fullest employ­ 
m ent of tho government printing-office to dis­ 
sipate tho deep fog of ignorance in which the 
constituent was plunged. 
So be fired agricul­ 
tural reports at him, flung census compendium 
upon his devoted head, tossed Congressional 
Globes by the volume at his stomach, pepper­ 
ed him with patent-office romances, until tho 
loneliest farmer in all the land r«9 he returns 
from husking corn or planting cabbage or 
feeding the pigs could draw his chnir near the 
candle, and drink in knowledge until he was 
full to ths very brim. 
How delightful to think 
that the entrancing patent-office digest has 
furnished the Iowa farmer with many hours of 
unalloyed Joy, while the Maine lumberman 
has oftentimes stopped In his chop-chop, as 
our friend John would say, to catch a hurried 
glance at the romantic and thrilling story 
of 
the 
census. 
But 
for 
a 
year 
back 
this 
has 
been 
denied. 
When 
we 
remember 
this 
fact 
we 
catch 
the 
hidden but pregnant meaning of the Pres- 
dent’s Message, which says that In the agri­ 
cultural regions there is a remarkable disap­ 
pearance of partisanship. 
It Is of course a 
sad tblug to contemplate that our citizens are 
thus lapsing Into indiflerenceon political mat­ 
ters because of their deprivation of the funda­ 
mental knowledge imparted by the ald of the 
government’s press and free postage, but our 
purpose Just now is to point out how expen­ 
sive it was. 
When the Congressman could 
send tons of documents by writing his name 
tho documents had to be forthcoming, and 
they were. 
All this made an enormous print­ 
ing bill. 
And against these expenses Hic people have 
spoken loudly and in earnest tones. 
If the 
franking privilege is restored In any shape It 
will be a very unpopular act, and one that the 
average Congressman had better think twice 
over. 
If wo are ever to have postage down 
to one cent, where it must be eventually, we 
must frown upon ull attem ps to overload the 
Postal Department.

D eath of P rofessor A gassiz. 
Agassiz is dead. 
The mere announcement 
flashed over the wire3 will cause genuine sor­ 
row all over the land; for the dead man has 
peculiarly endeared himself to Americans and 
done much to increase our knowledge and ad­ 
vance science among u3. 
The brief dispatch 
reached us just before going to press, leaving 
us no time for lengthy comment on the famous 
scientist’s death, and we can only at present 
hastily express our admiration for the man 
and the scholar and our regret at the coun­ 
try’s loss, reserving until a later issue the 
fuller notice the deceased deserves. 


B e C areful, Mr. Cox. 
Mr. Tremain’s figurative allusion to Sunset 
Cox as a “ dew-drop” was in some respects 
happy. 
Dew-drops do not, to be sure, ordi­ 
narily display their beauty at Sunset, and the 
simile may thus be thought inapt, but they do 
sparkle and glisten, aud they ornament the 
most trivial objects, for the morning sun finds 
them ou mullen-stalks as well as roses; and so 
Sunset Cox glistens and glitters about the 
tarifl and the Cuban question, the Geneva 
awards and the back-pay business. 
Unlike 
the dew-drop, however, Mr. Cox never drie3 
up. It would be well perhaps, for Mr. Cox 
himself at least, if he should occasionally copy 
the example in this respect. 
Perhaps he per­ 
mits bis moisture thus to linger loDger be­ 
cause there are so many dry speakers in Con­ 
gress, but Sunset must not be so anxious for 
the general welfare as to disregard bis own. 
When Mr. Cox, for instance, became very 
demonstrative on back-pay it was very easy for 
bis watchful critics to remember that be had 
held his a considerable time, and Mr. Cox was 
not as forcible as he might have been. 
So on 
the Cuban question Mr. Cox is very warlike, 
so that he stirs up the people of the metropolis 
from the platform, while he flaunts the House 
for Its cowardice and its mouselike lack of 
fight. 
Mr. Cox was for war, immediate, dire 
war, and the administration should be con­ 
demned for not having brought those Span­ 
iards to terms with bombshells. 
And yet in 
the next sentence he demonstrated that the 
government was not prepared for war, aud 
even asserted that the city of New York was 
at the mercy of any European ironclad that 
ehose to come over and close up its business. 
Just at this time Mr. Hale had a word to say, 
and of conrse the dew-drop was missing when 
the hail-storm commenced, but let Mr. Cox be 
a little more cautious. 
He is the best fellow 
in the world and muatn’t get into such scrapes. 


B a d ly Off. 
Now that the Virginius is either in our 
hands or waiting in harbor to be taken in 
charge by one of our ships of war, everybody 
sees what some saw a considerable while 
since, that the government’s foreign policy 
was well managed, and that while our Secre­ 
tary was not a porpoise he was a pilot Fish 
that brought us to a safe harbor. 
It is a great pity, however, that the Cabinet 
is not well rounded. 
While we have au ex­ 
cellent Secretary of State we have the veriest 
noodle in the Treasury Department 
A few 
weeks ago he was going to effect silver re­ 
sumption with two or three little canvas bags 
of halves and quarters, and now he is at his 
wits’ ends for money, with overdrafts in every 
direction. 
Grant told Vanderbilt he couldn’t 
violate the law and issue the reserve, yet sev­ 
enteen of the forty-four million is upon the 
market, and the balance is flowing into it at 
the rate of half a million a day. 
And yet 
with all this Secretary Richardson is “short,” 
awfully short. 
If a British Chancellor of the 
Exchequer should ask for an increase of forty- 
two millions in a year of peace he would be 
looked upon as insane, yet our Secretary lets 
drop the information as serenely as a religious 
weekly issues a bad cbromo. 
The need is so 
imperative that perhaps Congress will even 
be forced to lower its wages from sheer ina­ 
bility to draw any more out of an empty treas­ 
ury. 
And now the Secretary wants us to go 
back to tea, coflee, whiskey and tobacco 
taxes. 
Well, it is very disgraceful to have the gov­ 
ernment threatened with protest, but one 
good will grow out of it perhaps. 
The proba ■ 
billties of the big jobs already announced at 
Washington passing through Congress this 
winter will be lessened, and perhaps they will 
even be defeated. 
Economy of expenditure 
is as efficient a safeguard against bankruptcy 
as heavier taxes, is a truth the people would 
very much like its servants to learn. 


T h e R esto ra tio n o f the F ran k in g 
P riv ileg e. 
AmoDg all the acts done by the last Con­ 
gress none was more satisfactory to the people 
nor more beneficial in a money-saving way 
than the abolition of the franking privilege. 
The mails, it will be remembered, were loaded 
with documents, and the freight bills of the 
Department were enormously increased be­ 
yond their legitimate cost- 
In election cam­ 
paigns tons ef franked speeches were flung at 
Die American voter to assist him in making 
np his mind, and it would probably be not far 
from the truth to estimate that the matter for 
which the Department received pay was but 
little, if any, in excess of that which it carried 
for nothing. This of course contributed large­ 
ly toward making the Department non-paying, 
and each year the Postmaster General’s report 
showed a heavy deficit. 
In addition to this the privilege was the in­ 
direct cause of further great cost to the gov­ 
ernment. 
The average Congressman, finding 
he could transmit to his constituent docu­ 
ments in any quantity, acquired the notion that 
the entire political education of the constituent 
rested with himself, and gradually as be saw 
how thankful the constituent was, especially 
if he was an editor and could without charge 
thank him in a handsome and public mauner.he 


became satisfied it would require the utmost 
exertions on his part and the fullest employ­ 
ment of the government printing-office to dis­ 
sipate the deep fog of ignorance in which the 
constituent was plunged. 
So he fired agricul­ 
tural reports at him, flung census compendium 
upon his devoted head, tossed Congressional 
Globes by the volume at his stomach, pepper­ 
ed him with patent-office romances, until the 
loneliest farmer in all the land as he returns 
from husking corn or planting cabbage or 
feeding the pigs conld draw his chair near the 
candle, and drink in knowledge until he was 
full to the very brim. 
How delightful to think 
that the entrancing patent-office digest has 
furnished the Iowa farmer with many hour3 of 
unalloyed Joy, while the Maine lumberman 
has oftentimes stopped In his chop-chop, as 
our friend John would say, to catch a harried 
glance at the romantic and thrilling story 
of 
the 
census. 
But 
for 
a 
year 
back 
this 
has 
been 
denied. 
When 
we 
remember 
this 
fact we 
catch 
the 
hidden but pregnant meaning of the Pres- 
dent’s Message, which says that in the agri­ 
cultural regions there is a remarkable disap­ 
pearance of partisanship. 
It is of course a 
sad tbiug to contemplate that our citizens are 
thus lapsing into indiflereuce on political mat­ 
ters because of their deprivation oí the funda­ 
mental knowledge imparted by the aid of the 
government’s press and free postage, but our 
purpose just now is to point out how expen­ 
sive it was. 
When the Congressman could 
send tons of documents by writing his name 
the documents had to be forthcoming, and 
they were. 
All tins made an enormous print­ 
ing bill. 
And against these expenses the people have 
spoken loudly and in earnest tones. 
If the 
franking privilege is restored in any shape it 
will be a very unpopular act, and one that the 
average Congressman had better thiuk twice 
over. 
If wo are ever to have postage down 
to one cent, where it must be eventually, we 
must frown upon all attemps to overload the 
Postal Department.

T H E TRANSPORTATION QUESTION. 


A m eetin g o f Congrcsam cu. 
Washington, Dec. 14.—The meeting last 
night in the hall of the House of Representa­ 
tives to compare views on the subject of rapid 
and cheap transportation was presided over 
by Representative Dunnell of 
Minnesota. 
Fifty or sixty representatives were present. 
Representative Sypher of Louisiana said that 
the products of the west were transported by 
three great water routes, namely, the St. Law­ 
rence, the Hudson and the Mississippi rivers. 
The average freight rates per bushel and 
time of transit are as follows: 
From Chicago 
to Liverpool by the St. Lawrence route forty- 
five cents per bushel and fifty-three days’ 
time; by the Hudson River route forty-nine 
cent3 per bushel and fifty-eight days’ time; 
by the Mississippi from St. Louis thirty-seven 
cents per bushel and thirty days’ time. 
The 
two first-named routes were ice-bound five 
months out of twelve, whereas the last-named 
route was practicable the entire year. 
While 
he waa an advocate of the present advantage 
of the Mississippi route he desired it to be 
distinctly understood that he did not antago­ 
nize it with other projects. 
Harris of Virginia spoke in favor of the 
James River and Kanawha Canal route. 
Burchard of Illinois said he did not think 
it prudent to agree ou any plan; in fact it 
was impossible now to do so. 
A strong and 
popular committee had been appointed by the 
Speaker, consisting of gentlemen from the 
west and south, who were to take charge of 
all matters relating to railways and canals, 
freight and inland transportation. 
After a long debate Representative McLean 
of Texas offered the following resolution: 
Resolved, By this meeting, that members'of 
the House of Representatives whose constitu­ 
ents are interested in cheap transportation will 
direct their efforts to bring about a unity of 
action ou the part of said members in the leg­ 
islation of Congress. 
Agreed to. 
McNulta of Illinois ollered a resolution that 
when this meeting adjourns it adjourn to meet 
three weeks from to-night, when it will tako 
into consideration the propriety of forming a 
permanent organization iu tho Forty-third 
Congress in favor of cheap transportation, 
aud will take means for its accomplishment. 
Pending the resolution a motion was made and 
carried to adjourn.

generally known, and that is the bank pay 
the tux of their stockholders and a clear divi­ 
dend in most cases of seven or eight per cent.

In fact while others are paying five to seven 
per cent, tax in this city on personal property, 
the bank stockholder virtually pays nothing. 
Again, a large amount of bank stock in the 
city is held by non-residents, and while they 
reap the advantages of the taxes paid by our 
overtaxed real estate owners and business men 
they pay none themselves.

C le a r tl»e B ar. 
There is a class of men who cousider it a 
considerable distinction, duriug the sessions 
of the diflerent courts, to occupy the chairs 
designed for the members of tho bar, thereby 
compelling their legitimate occupants either 
to stand, or to find seals 011 the benches in­ 
tended for the use of witnesses or persons uec- 
essarily iu attendance. As a class these men 
are mere harmless idlers, but when they in­ 
vade the territory allot ted to and intended 
exclusively for the bar, they become unmiti­ 
gated nuisances. During the summing-up of 
counsel in the case of Beatty ys. Meyers, on 
Friday afternoon, there were no less than 
fourteen oí theso squatters inside the railing, 
while five gentlemen of the bar were com­ 
pelled to stand up. We are informed that 
usually one-half of tbe persons within the 
enclosure have not the slightest excuse for 
being there. The custom is simply intoler­ 
able, and we would suggest that the court or 
the sheriff appoiut an officer whose position 
shall be at the gate, and whose business it 
shall be to prevent all persons from entering 
not strictly entitled to admission. 


Suiuct lu g A bout J u rie s . 
It is a noticeable fact in our courts of jus­ 
tice, and if Mr. Buckle were alive we might 
commeud it to him as a fact to substantiate 
one of his theories, that the verdicts of the 
jurors at a term will run very much alke. 
That ¡3, there are what lawyers call low-priccd 
jurors and high-priced jurors. 
Either their 
verdicts will run during the term large for the 
plaiutiffs, or else they will incline toward the 
defendant. In some courts we have seeu it 
next to impossible, 
110 matter how fair the 
case might be, to wring from a jury any sort 
of sum commensurate with the wrong suffered 
by the plaintiff And we have known lawyers 
to study this peculiarity, and put their eases 
over the term or urge them for trial according 
as the workings of the jury suited their views. 
During the present term of the County Court 
we should judge the jury were a high-priced 
jury, for they have found heavy verdicts for 
the plaintiffs in every case so far except one. 


L e c tu re T o-X Ight.

The midland and the Delawair A 
Hudson. 
To ascertain what grounds there were for 
the ruuior that tho Midland Railroad was 
about to pass into the hands of the Delaware 
& Hudson Canal Company, a reporter was 
ditpatched by the Mercury to iuterview Mr. 
Coe F. Youug, General’ Manager of the 
latter company, having his headquarters at 
Honesdale, Pa. The reporter called upon Mr. 
Young, and the following is the result of the 
interview: 
Reporter—Mr. Young, as the people of 
Middletown, N. Y., are greatly interested in 
the success of the Midland Railroad, I have 
been requested as a representative of the 
Mercury, published in that place, to request 
of you Information as to tbe relations of your 
company and the Midland, and to ask If there 
is any truth in the rumor that the Delaware 
<fc Hudson is to assume control of that rail­ 
road. 
Mr. Young (emphatically)—There is not a 
particle of truth in the rumor, in any way, 
shape or manner. 
The Delaware <fc Hudson 
Canal Company is not buying or leasing any 
railroads whatever; does not want any, and is 
not Interested in any outside of the lines it is 
known to control. As to the Midland, with 
its barden of debt and financial situation, the 
Delaware A Hudson Canal Company would 
not accept it as a gift, let alone buying or 
leasing it. We have no relations with the 
Midland, except an anangemant for shipping 
coal over it west from Sidney Plains. 
When­ 
ever the Midland get3 upon its feet, we will be 
glad to use its line to get our coal to the mar­ 
ket it reaches, the same as we are now ship­ 
ping large amounts over the Erie. 
Beyond 
that we have no ambition iu the direction of 
the Midland. Our company is now eugaged 
in the completion of a railroad that will give 
us a continuous route from the coal fields to 
Canada, traversing the great Lake Champlain 
iron region. When this is completed, the Del­ 
aware & Hudson will own the greatest trans­ 
portation route on the continent, takiug coal 
to the iron regions, bringing back iron to the 
furnaces in the coal regions. This great work 
gives our company no time to think of the 
purchase of other lines, be they Midland or 
any other. 
As Mr. Young was about taking the cars 
for New York, tho interview was necessarily 
brief, but of sufficient length to settle the 
question, so long in doubt, as to the true re­ 
lations of the two companies.—Middletown 
Mercury.

E ditor F reeman :—I find in your Issue of 
the 13th ihst. the inquiry—“ Is bank stock 
rightly assessed!” I answer—No! 
The 
assessors plainly violate their duty in assess­ 
ing it at half its value, aDd render themselves 
criminally liable. They have no discretion in 
tbe matter. Tbe law is plain as to personal 
property; It must be assessed at its full value. 
The assessors cannot plead ignorance (in this 
ef bank stock)or its value, as they bave but to 
turn to sworn statements of the ofllcers of the 
banks made according to law. There is au­ 
other fact in connection with this matter not 
generally known, and that is the bank pay 
the tax of tbeir stockholders and a clear divi­ 
dend in mo3t caaes of seven or eight per cent, 
half yearly over and above the tax. So that 
in fact while others are paying five to seven 
per cent, tax in this city on personal property, 
the bank stockholder virtually pays nothing. 
Again, a large amount of bank stock in the 
city is held by non-residents, and while they 
reap the advantages of the taxes paid by our 
overtaxed real estate owners and business men 
they pay none themselves. This matter will 
be better understood the more it is ventilated, 
and I hope ‘ ‘ Rough Hewer” will not let it 
drop.
